He al- 
ways retained. a grudge against America 
and Americans, and it was his custom to 
avoid any meetings with travelers from the 
other side. 

A few years ago Lord Sackville ereated’e 
sensation by publishing a pam phiet, for pri- 
vate circulation among his friends, in which 
he sought to vindicate his diplomatic work 
in. the United States. The newspapers ob- 
tained a copy of this publi on. Init Lord 
Sackville explained that the trap into which 
he fell at Washington was a Fenian. con- 
spiracy; that the Fenian organization 
harassed him during his residence in Amer- 
ica, kept spies after him, and ‘plotted to 
assaseinate him. 

Few of the diplomet’s friends took this 
stery seriously.
